State Against Bondhndcrs 


Lust year, the supreme court held 


that bondholders were entitled only 
to the revenue from taxes voted spe- 
cifically for bond purposes, and not 
to all the taxes even though the bond 
recited that a first lien was given 
upon tax money. 


That case arose in Greene county, 


and was first decided by Governor 
Futrell when chancellor at Paragould. 
In the case of Paragould, if all school 
tax money were paid to bondhoders, 
there would be nothing left for school 
operation, and to add to the hopeless- 
ness of the situation, nearly all tax 
money in that district would be re- 
quired to pay interest. Thus the bur- 
den could never be lifted because 
nothing could bo paid on the prin- 
cipal. 
Mo.st districts levy an 18-mill tax 


for schools. On the ballot, it is nec- 
essary to li.st the number of mills to 
be devoted to debt service, and the 
number to H" to school operation and 
maintenance'. 


The federal court decision is looked 


forward to by school officials as a 
likely sussctlion as to how their fi- 
nancial house may be put in order. 


The state board of education, and a

Any owner of real 
estate will, if he pauses to compare it 
with his own experience, understand 
the plight of Ihe public schools as 
large holders of real estale and al 
Ihe same lime operators of a business 
running on as continuous a schedule 
as a railroad or a daily newspaplr.

No matter how bad the current stale 


of business, a railroad must run, a 
daily newspaper musl publish, and 


contend- a public school must keep ils doors 


open and its teachers on the job. 


Any continuous business operation 


is difficult enough without far-flung 
real estate investments—but the dou- 
ble burden is breaking the schools, and 
we will lose them unless as cilizcns 
we vole addilional money.

Henderson Will Stir Action in

T^iose ideas have 
to do with economic planning and the 
danger of allowing the profit urge to 
•wreck the- aims of the recovery act 


Current inside dope, as often hap- 


pens, is inaccurate as to the Hender- 
son appointment. From liberal sources 
you hear that General Johnson has 
wangled Henderson from his position 
as a crusader by offer of a job. and 
from conservative sources that John- 
son now has him. where his squawks 
for the beleaguered consumer can be 
suppressed. 
"Btrt you'll be hearing much more of 
Henderson, who took the job because 
its function is perhaps the most vital 
in NBA. Unless he is sabotaged, he 
will "gather the first real data on what 
codes are doing to employment and 
purchasing power and indicate the 
degree of revision or control neces- 
sary to achieve recovery and avert 
future depressions. 


If sabotaged, he won't be suppress- 


ed.' , As one of few here who don't 
profess to read Johnson's agile, har- 
assed, and; perhaps .frequently foggy 
rrtind, 1 deift predidS Hertierson will 
be sabotaged. 


The planning-research division has 


been sterile under men with "big, 
business" connections.

CHILDREN 


By Olive Roberts Barton 


Continued Disappointments May Make 


Child Resentful—Repressions 


Hurt Temperament 


When children become suddenly 


disobedient there may be the fac- 
tor of disappointment behind their 
behavior. 
Olive Roberts Barton 


describes this Interesting reaction 
{n another of her articles on Child 
Training. 


The "good" child who is polite, 


well-dressed, meticulous about his or 
her duties, punctual, thoughtful and 
kind is a paragon almost too good to 
be true. But he and she exist in many 
numbers. It is unfair and cruel to 
believe that good behavior connotes a 
sly or contriving disposition. In the 
countless gestures toward child train- 
ing 1 find an increasing attitude of 
suspicion toward the "good" child. 


^Vhen we get what we want we are 


too likely to find flaws in it As a 
matter of fact, really good children 
are those who have grown up in a 
normal happy environment, who have 
had busy and satisfying days, have 
developed a nice proportion of desire 
and duty, and have not become sup- 
pressed by having too-forceful par- 
ents impress their own personalities 
or been spoiled by having it all their 
own way. 


Let us look at this a little. It con- 


cerns that terribly over-worked word 
"self-expression." 


Behind Child Behavior 


* It has been •explained tha tthe "self" 
instinct lies behind most of a child's 
behavior. It demands feeding and gets 
its experience by sending out im- 
pulses that demand fulfillment Jimmy 
wants to learn boxing and asks for 
gloves. But his mother has come from 
a musical family and insists that his 
free time be. spent practicing on a 
violin. She buys a violin instead. 
• In this case a compromise would 
have been better. "Self-expression" 
would get its satisfaction and thus 
make friends with the imposed duty ] 
less to its liking. 


When "self-expression" was ram- 


paht (and many parents got it into 
their heads that every child should 
be permitte dto do everything he 
wanted) it didn't get us anywhere. 
Today we find many such big chil- 
dren utterly unfitted for the "social." 
As a result they not only have more 
enemies than friends, but being ut- 
terly uncontrolled in themselves, they 
face failure. Adjustments to duty is 
almost impossible to the untutored 
mind later on. 


However, there is this opposite an- 


gle, the parents who insit on their 
own way all the time. 


Now here we are likely to have 


the outwardly "good" child who walks 
the mark and does everything he's 
told. 


Effect of Repression 


Inwardly we might be 
surprised. 


(Again I ask you not to jump to con- 
clusions and assume that all good 
children are tangles of thwarted de- 
sires). We might find resentment, and 
such a resentment born of continued 
frustrated "self" instinct is dynamite. 
Repression explains much otherwise 
unexplainable behavior. 


Then is the time to observe many 


things. The violin boy is entirely un- 
predictable and so is almost any child 
because his reaction will be in keep- 
ing with his temperament. He may 
turn in his unhappiness to lying and 
subterfuge and even to little cruelties. 
Again he may ba utterly obstreperous 
and suddenly disobedient and disor- 
ganized in ways not at all associable 
with his disappointment. 


One episode will probably not cause 


ail this trouble. Children have to get 
accustomed to certain disappointments 
and their minds will accept them with 
content if reason says it should be so. 
It is an accumulation of such episodes 
especially if one deep desire is hit, 
that eventually build up a chronic re- 
sentment.

Under the new schedule the mail for

slaying of Ford Bradshaw, notorious 
outlaw. 


"To prevent trouble from 
falling 


upon the family of Harper," relatives 
of Bradshaw intervened in the 'trial 
through a special Attorney and re- 
quested that "charges against Harper 
be dismissed." 


With the comment that no jury in 


the world, in his opinion, Would con- 
vict Harper, County Judge 
Grover 


Flanagan, dismissed Harper. 
There

When Collier took office, the Indian 


Bureau record showed a shrinkage in

of tribal income being used for pu- 
eau maintenance.

Mjxetf WWh Whites

bought Manhattan Island for $24 and 
the present allotment law has per- 
mitted them to puy up reservation 
land in the same manner.

It was easy for white land-grabbers 


to propagandize among Indians against 
the Collier bill. They spread word 
that Indian land-owners were to have

among the landless Indians. 


They said the program was "com- 


munistic and socialistic," since it pcrr 
nutted Indians to organize for their 
own protection and development. 


Makes Spectacular Move 


Collier quickly answered that pro- 


paganda by calling a spectacular and 
unprecedented series of congresses of 
Indians, at which the red men would 
be told about the bill and allowed to 
give their own opinions on it. He said 
he would abide by their decision. 


He left for the west—and last rer 


pcrts were that the great majority of 
Indians favored the principles of his 
bill. 


Unofficial supporters of the measure 


are headed by the American Indian 
Defense Association, under Allen G. 
Harper. Collier founded the A. I. D. 
A. and as its executive secretary car-

against the tactics and policies of the 
bureau which he now commands. 


Congress may prove apathetic at this 


session. But Collier, a white man, 
will keep right on fighting for the 
restoration of that self-respecting, self- 
governing Indian civilization which 
other white men have taken away. 


Dillinger Shoots 


Up Police Cruiser 


Fugitive Believed in Car 
Which Blazed Machine- 


Gun Fire 


CHICAGO.—John Dillinger, desper- 


ate fugitive outlaw from Indiana, es- 
caped capture Friday night by rid- 
dHng a pursuing police car with ma- 
chine gun bullets in Schillar Park, a 
northwest 
suburb of Chicago, so 


wrecking the police car as to halt fur- 
ther pursuit. 


This was the closest encounter with 


the law experienced by the murderer 
since he bluffed his way out o£ the 
county jail at Crown'Fomt with'a" toy 
pistol Saturday morning. He has been 
seen sice, however, in various, parts 
of the city. 


The Schillar Park shooting capped 


a night of varied Dillinger scares. 
Earlier in the evening, the suspected 
desperado had been sighted by an 
Evanston motorist. The he appeared 
with confederates in front o£ 2440 
Lake Shore drive, Chicago, and stole 
a Lincoln sedan. It was in this car 
that he was sighted in Schillar Park. 


Police Chief Robert 
Christian 
of 


Schilar Park, whose car was shot up 
in the chase, was cruising about allonc 
and in uniform in Irving Park boule- 
vard when he saw two sedans speed- 
ing northwest. One he believed to be 
the stolen Lincoln sedan. He pursued 
the two machines and at Manheim 
road drew up to within 10 feet of the 
large sedan when a gun was thrust 
through the rear window. 


There was a roar of shots, and bul- 


lets crashed all about Christian, smash- 
ing his wjndshJeJd, puncturing 
his 


tires, and stopping the motor. Chris- 
tian's car came to a stop as the two 
cars he had pursuing sped away. They 
turned toward Bensonville and Dcs- 
plaincs. 


"I can't say it was Dillinger in the 


car," said Chief Christian, "but I'm 
sure that the jnan firing at me used 
a machine gun. It was just pure luck 
I wasn't hit.
